PRISONERS BRUTALLY 


British Soldiers Just Released 


From Germany Tell of 


Hatred of Germans 


London, England, Feb.- 10.—Reu- 


•r'a Ltd. has received copies of care- 
fully verified sworn statements from 
British soldiers who 
have returned 


'from German, prison camps and hos- 
!i>Itala regarding systematic brutality 
'practiced by the Germans upon Ital- 
ian prisoners. These reports emanate 
biot from one particular center but 
jcover a dozen parts of Germany. They 
Jiave been confirmed by independent 
•testimony. Tho reports all ore of re- 
'cerit origin, as the soldiers who save 
the testimony left Germany only re- 
icently, a majority 
of 
them having 


toeen released from prison camps about 
p. month ago. 


Regarding the camp 
at Laneem- 


jsalza, Saxony, evidence has been re- 
ceived from more, than a dozen Inde- 
pendent sources. In November about 
2,000 Italian prisoners were brought 
in and placed in a separate place in 
the camp behind barbed wire. Ac- 
cording to reports they were unneces- 
sarily knocked about by tinder oiTieers 
and guards, who struck them with 
rifle butts and scabbards. Tlie Italians 
eeemed famished and rushed for their 
soup. 
The Germans, however, stab- 


bed them -with swords and bayonets, 
killing: or wounding many of them. 
Ono Italian testllled that he had been 
15 days on the Journey to the camp 
and had only three meals duringr all 
.that time. 


There is a strong feeling among 


the English prisoners that something 
ehould be done for the Italians who 
p.rs dying at the rate of six or seven a 


' (Jay through starvation or dysentery. 


From X)ulmen, Westphalia, there 


tire reports from many independent 
witness that tho Italian prisoners were 
inarched all tho way from Italy with 
jio other food than bread. They also 
^vere knocked about and starved and 
ptherwlso treated with inhumanity. 


One .witness said that three or four 


weeks before ho left Dulmen two or 
three hundred Italian prisoners arrived 
there. All of them were virtually 
starved.

Soldier* Think They Are Fighting 


Against Napoleon. 


Declaring that the ordinary Prussian 


soldier is educationally unfit for demo- 
cratic government, Prof. Ulrlch Kahr- 
stedt contributes to the Amsterdam 
Kreuz Zeltuurj an article on his studies 
of the mentality of Teuton troops at 
the front. 


"I have for months interrogated sol- 


diers on all feur fronts," he says, "and 
have found that among the Khlneland- 
ers, Bavarians and Sileslaus, 10 per 
cent of the men do not even know the 
correct title of the German emperor. 
In the summer of 1913, 5 per cent of 
onr men did not know what powers 
were at war, vhlle to this day 3 per 
cent are Ignorant of the fact that we 
are at war with Japan, 


."In practically every regiment I have 


found noncommissioned officers who 
thought we were fighting against the 
French Emperor Napoleon. Sixty per 
cent of our men do not know the name 
of their chief of staff, and 40 per cent 
are unable to answer the question 
whether the Carpathians lie on our 
eastern or western front."

These Actively Engaged in Aerial 
__ Fighting to Get Commissions 
'~ 
in United States Army. 


Nearly 300 American youths are 


either flying at the front in the French 
aviation service, or are finishing their 
training at 
various French Hying 


schools in France. 


They are- all volunteers and were 


recruited chieiiy Irom the ambulance 
services, where they were formerly 
drivers on the Tieuch frout. 


They are entirolj separate and dis- 


tinct from the hundreds of American 
youths who are iu the aviation branch 
of the sigual corps of the United 
States army and who are receiving 
their 
training in -\auous 
schools 


taken over from the French army. 


It is expected that all of these 


Americans now officiating with the 
French army will be takt-ii o\ t-r by the 
American expeditionary force under 
the command of General Persians, 
soon after the first of the jcar. 


Those who have been actively en- 


gaged in aerial fighting for some time, 
like the members of the Lalayette 
Escadrille and a score of more other 
Americans attached to Aanous French 
units, will probably iccelve captain- 
cies in the United States army. 


Others, who have only been at the 


front for a short time, w ill be made 
first lieutenants, and it is expected 
that ull the rest—practically every 
man holding a bre\et fiom the French 
schools, will be made a second lieu- 
tenant in the United States array. 


This will be a marked promotion, 


as in the French air service the men 
automatically become corporals when 
pupils at the flying schools, and then 
sergeants when thej 
icceive their 


brevets as aviators. 
Their nest pro- 


motion to sublieutenant may come at 
any time or never. 


Kaoul Givas Lufbery, the American 


ace, with 18 German machines offi- 
cially to his credit, is only a sublieu- 
tenant in the French seivice, a step 
above the ordinary beginners, who are 
sergeants. 


William Thaw of Pittsburgh, who 


was in the Foreign Legion during the 
first year of the war and then entered 
aviation and organized the American 
Escadnlle, as the Lafayette unit was 
first called, has been made a first lieu- 
tenant In the French army. It is be- 
lieved that both he and Lufbery will 
receive commissions as flight-majors 
in the Unite'd States army.

Gage Industrial Railroads. 


A small tractor of tho conventional 


caterpilU-r type which is designed as 
:i substitute for the narrow-gage In- 
dustrial railroads opcra'ted in connec- 
tion with large plants, has recently 
made it«s appearance, sajs Popular 
Science Monthly. It can move mate- 
rial rapidly from one department of 
a'factory to another and pass obsta- 
cles, since it does not require roads 
or tracks for its opeiatiou.

own track as it goes aiung.

Prisoner Recaptured in France After 


Two Weeks' Liberty. 


A young German newspaper man, 


who made his escape from a prison 
camp In the south of Fiance, has been 
captured after two weeks' liberty. He 
was wearing a long black beard and 
a long cloak like that worn by some of 
the French religious orders. 


In his hand he carried a French 


prayer book, on the fly leaf of which 
he had written in perfect Fiench that 
he was a priest on a pilgrimage to 
Lourdes and that he frad vowed to 
nrnke the journey on foot and without 
speaking a word. He then asked that 
he be given bread to eat and water to 
drink and Dodging at night time. The 
German had shown this soiled prayer- 
book everywhere along his way, and 
the simple minded peasants believing 
him to be a priest, had fed and shel- 
tered him without suspicion.

•whose airplane fell "somewhere be- 
hind the German lines" along the west- 
ern front. The allusions to the work 
of the American aviators contained In 
tlieSe letters are all the more Interest- 
ing at this time In view of the fact 
that the men about whom Walcott 
•wrote have just been commissioned in ' 
the Ameriu-n a'r service on the rec-1 
ottimendatlon of General Pershlng.

Doc ~>r Walcott has received a dis- 


patch rom Paris Informing him that 
his son fell within the enemy lines 
December 12 while fighting three sin- [ 
gle-seaters, after having demolished an 
enemy two-seater, and that his fate is 
uncertain. 
Inquiries are being made"' 


to ascertain, if possible, from Germany | 
whe'Tier young Walcott was seriously 
injured or not. 


In a letter dated November 13, In re- 


sponse to an Inquiry about Campbell, 
an aviator from Chicago, who was re- 
ported lost, young Walcott wrote as 
follows: 


"Campbell was In the Lafayette Es- 


cadrllle, and they are a member of the 
sauie group as Squadron 84, so I have 
asked them about him. He was on a 
patrol with another chap; they attack- 
ed some Boches, and when it was over 
the other chap was alone. Campbell 
was brought down in German territory 
and so reported missing. I believe the 
chap he was with has seen and talked ! 
to Campbell's father or some close rel- 
ative since. 


"Another chap named Bulkely was 


brought down in similar circumstances 
about the 1st of September. Ten days 
ago word was received from the Amer- 
ican embassy that he had communi- 
cated .with them, a prisoner In Ger- 
many.

Tl.j patrol stays nt just tho height of 
the clouds, hiding in them, slipping out 
again to look around.

so the patrol shows itself ns little as 
possible. 


"It's lot* of sport to try to keep with 


the patrol; be behind the chief of pa- 
trol, see him disappear, nnd then bump 
Into a fog bank, n low-hanging cloud, 
and n t seo a darn thing. Then dive 
down OUL of the 
cloud, wondering 


whether the other puy Is tight under- 
neath or not; dart out of the cloud nnd 
see him, maybe 500 yards away, going 
at right angles. Then back up nnd 
turn around fast nnd give her the gear 
—full speed to catch up—and so on. 
See a Borhe regulating artillery fire, 
start to maneuver Into range, and, 
zip; he's out of sight In the clouds, 
nnd the n(>xt you see ho Is beating It 
far back of his lines. Not very dan- 
gerous this weather, but lots of fun."
